Neither are they headed 
for adversity because it is going down. 


ALBERTA COAL HANDICAPPED 


Commenting on the inconclusive re- 
sults from the recent trial of the $6.75 coa! 
rate from Alberta to Ontario, the Toronto 
Globe presents a view of the coal trade, 
and some facts relating thereto, which 
are suggestive: 

“Aside from the increasing popu- 
larity of coke, the prospects of com- 
petition in Ontario have stimulated 
other coal producers. Central Canada 
buyers have now reached the happy 
position of having various sellers 
seeking their trade. Pennsylvania 
anthracite merchants, whose uncer- 
tain delivery first prompted Ontario 
consumers to seek other sources of 
supply, are now keenly after busi- 
ness, while Welsh anthracite is also 
éoming by the shipload to Montreal 
for the Canadian market. When the 
St. Lawrence seaway is constructed 
the position of the Ontario coal user 
will be still stronger, because of the 
improved facilities for water carriage 
of coal to the centre of the Dominion.” 

The Globe, it will be observed, does 
not deal in any heroics about “building up 
a Canadian coal trade."’ It discusses coal 
simply as a substance for the production 
of heat, with price and time of delivery 
as the essentia! points for consideration 
That, it is to be assumed, is the attitude 


that all part shall have equa! rights in broadcast- 
ing. Of course, however, the candidate with the most

It is a far cry from a candidate making speeches 
in various halis throughout the country and from the 
rear platform of trains or talking to a few hundred 
people from his porch to speaking by means of the

Excellent as our newspapers are in reporting the 
speeches of candidates the radio is better, for it en- 
ables the populace to hear the man's voice and to 
hear it without going to a meeting, in the privacy of
